For instanee, the first leaf 
is pink, the squares numbered 1 to 
50 and lettered with an “A.” ‘The 
second is yellow, similarly numbered 
and stamped with a “B” and so on.

Washington, March 7.—Due hieis 
to lack of tonnage, Americ is falling 
behind in grain shipment to the allies

The situation is giving food admin- 
istration officials concern now that 
the question of rail movement of food 
Stuffs is being solved. Meat ship~ 
ments are reduced to make way for 
wheat, troops and supplies. 


The submarine continues to wreck 
havoc in shipping.
